Scott Aviation employees support 
troops with living banners 


An idea that started with two employees in the 
Scott Aviation plant in Sierra Madre has grown into 
a nearly 1000-employee participation to support the 
troops who have been stationed in and have fought 
in the Persian Gulf area. 

Tina Logsdon, a calibration technician, and 
Ray Nickols, quality engineer at the Sierra Madre 
facility, were concerned that the soldiers were feeling 
lonely and needed to receive some written support. 

“I thought we should send a nice letter to the 
troops,” Logsdon said. 

Nickols composed the letter; however, both he 
and Logsdon decided they needed to go one step fur¬ 
ther. Why not get the entire four facilities of Scott 
Aviation, division of Figge International, in on the 
venture? 

Then they hit on the idea of huge banners which 
would be signed by all the 999 Scott employees. And 
when all banners came back they realized that 98 
percent of the Scott employees had signed the ban¬ 
ners, along with personal messages of encourage¬ 
ment and support. 

“They had spoken for themselves just as the 


country had spoken for itself,” Nickols said. 

“We feel 10 feet tall today. Thanks to all of the 
employees in Sierra Madre; Lancaster, N.Y. (480 
employees), Monroe, N.C. (275 employees), and 
South Haven, Mich. (88 employees),” Logsdon grin- 
nea. 

Warren McCormick, operations manager, also 
feels good about his Sierra Madre employees’ par¬ 
ticipation. 

“When our soldiers come home they will really 
receive the red carpet treatment,” Nickols said. 

“The president did a great job. I’m originally 
from Armenia, part of Russia, and it’s this country 
that I support. I get tears in my eyes,” Logsdon pat¬ 
ted her eyes. “We’re best. We’re No. 1.” 

“It seems just last year that my kids and the 
neighbors’ kids were playing computer games in our 
livingroom. Now those neighbor kids are over in 
Saudi Arabia,” Nickols spoke. 

The banners speak for themselves and the 
employees at Scott Aviation hope to get them to the 
Gulf area as quickly as possible.

Hatfield family and plan to keep it much as it is 
now. The Gonzalez family is from Glendale. 

“The Hatfield family wish to thank all of our 
customers for their past business and dedication 
toward the store. We thoroughly enjoyed being a 
part of your business life over these many years. We 
also want you to know that Manuel and his family 
will be serving you with the same personal service 
that we have endeavored to do over these last 43 
years,” Bob Hatfield told The News Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

The original store was located on N. Baldwin 
where Miner Harkness Insurance is now. Ollie and 
Gladys Arnold, Jeanne Hatfield’s parents, purchas¬ 
ed the store from Lloyd Welsh. At that time it was a 
hardware and feed store, with housewares as most 
other hardware stores. 

Mrs. Arnold decided to start a gift department 
in the store and the Arnolds installed Margaret 
MacAulay as buyer of the gift shop even before the 
store moved to its present location in 1956. The gift 
department has expanded so that half of the store is 


now taken up by that department. 

The Hatfields joined the Arnolds after the 
former were married and took over running the store 
when the Arnolds retired. Both the Arnolds have 
since died. 

Bobby Hatfield started working for his parents 
when he was a child and has been in the store off and 
on since.

Hatfield said, “I sold the store with mixed emo¬ 
tions. It is dramatic to leave a job after 31 years. I

Residents working on this year’s Wistaria Fete 
are carrying on a long and colorful tradition of the 
Vine. The first public festival was held in 1918, just 
24 years after the vine was planted. Even then, it was 
a beauty, and had grown to an immense size.

With all this talk about how to save energy, 
there are a few really easy ways that are pointed 
out by most of the environmentalists. 

Timers or photocell controls on outdoor 
lighting eliminate wasting energy. It makes 
sense to install timers on indoor lamps, also. 

A dust cloth can save you money since dust 
on a light bulb or dirt on a glass fixture can 
reduce the light it gives off by 10 percent. 

Dimmer switches are available for both 
overhead and portable lamps and can save about 
50 percent of the energy when turned on “dim.” 
Install them wherever you only need bright light 
occasionally. 

Fluorescent ceiling fixtures give more light 
and use less energy. The tubes are three to five 
times more efficient than an incandescent bulb. 
Compact fluorescent bulbs that screw into 
regular bulb sockets are now available. They’re 
more expensive than regular bulbs but use so 
little energy they can pay you back for the 
purchase cost in less than two years. 

By lowering your thermostat one degree F 
you can save as much as 3 percent. It’s wise to 
set the furnace at 68 degrees F in the daytime 
and 55 degrees (or ofO at night. 

Don’t waste money heating up the whole 
house if you just want to warm up one room. 
A heater is cheaper to run then a furnace. 

Remember, it makes energy sense to make 
the best use of your energy.

UNITED STATES CODE 

Revised 1985 
99th Congress, 1st Session 

THE FLAG OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

When the Flag is dis¬ 
played from a staff projecting 
from a window sill, balcoiw or 
building front the union oi the 
Flag should always be at the 
peak of the staff unless the 
Flag is at half-staff. When 
suspended over a adewalk 
from a rope between a build¬ 
ing and a pole at the edge of 
the sidewalk, the Flag should 
be hoisted out from the build¬ 
ing, union first (Sec. 3,h). 

When displayed over the 
middle of the street, the Flag 
of the U. S. A. should be sus¬ 
pended vertically with the 
union to the north in an east 
and west street, or to the east 
in a north and south street 
(Sec. 3,j). 


When carried in a parade 
front with other flags the U. S. 
Flag should always be to the 
marching ri|^t of the other 
flags, or to the front and 
center of the flag line (Sec. 3). 


11. When displayed on a float in a parade the 
U. S. Flag should be mounted on a staff or, if 
displayed flat, it should be so suspended that its 
folds fall free, as thou^ the Flag were staffed. 
Sec. 3, a).

District. There are also 
various participating 
agencies from other fire 
departments who have 
sponsored fire cadets 
upon the completion of 
their work. 

The academy was 
established in 1987 by the 
endorsement of Fire 
Chief Kaya K. Pekerol 
of Pasadena, said Torres, 
who is also drill master. 
“I can honestly say that 
since the establishment 
we have been able to train 
people to get positions 
in the fire service at about 
80 percent of the class. 
They either go into paid 
or auxiliary (reserve) 
positions or get hired 
on full time. Other classes 
run as far away as 
Nevada, Bakersfield, 
Calif., and throughout 
the San Gabriel Valley.” 

The academy is 
administered by Bryan 
Batiste. 

“The academy was 
established to assist 
affirmative action and 
equal opportunity goals 
and recruitment of 
minorities and women in 
fire service while making 
them a valuable commo¬ 
dity to obtain employ¬ 
ment in the fire service.” 
Torres said that the 
training program is 20 
weeks of intensified work 
consisting of 20 Saturdays 
from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Weekend training allows 
selected candidates to 
attend and continue with 
employment without 
resigning from the job. 
Course work is 200 hours 
in length.

The Main Street approach to downtown 
revitalization celebrated its 10th anniversary 
as a nation-wide program in 1990. The National 
Trust for Historic Preservation, founder and 
sponsor of the Main Street program format, 
took that occasion to measure several indicators 
of economic success since the program’s 
beginning. 

They report rather impressive results: the 
600-plus Main Street programs, of which 
Sierra Madre is one, throughout the country 
have collectively generated almost 
$2 billion dollars in new reinvestment in 
physical improvement. That represents more 
than $17 of new investment for every dollar 
used to support the local programs’ operating 
expenses. According to Kennedy Smith, director 
of the National Main Street Center, “Main 
Street is one of the most successful economic 
development strategies in the nation, and it’s 
the only one based on historic preservation.” 

Since 1980 when Main Street was introduced 
into 30 towns around the country, there has

been a net gain of 51,710 new jobs; a net gain 
of 14,880 businesses and 20,959 building 
rehabilitation projects. 

What the National Main Street. Center 
found most astonishing was the rate at which 
reinvestment in accelerating in communities 
with successful Main Street programs. Smith 
noted: “When we measured the program’s 
economic impact from the program’s beginning 
in 1980 through the end of 1987, there had 
been just under $1 billion in new investment 
in building rehabilitation projects and new 
downtown construction. This means that new 
investment generated locally by the program 
has almost doubled in just two years.” 

But, everything isn’t roses and sunshine. As 
the National Trust conducted its program 
evaluation, they found that many communities 
considered the downtown’s mounting problems 
to be the sole responsibility of retailers to 
reverse. After investing 20-plus years in 
community development activity I am not 
surprised at that finding. It is common. It’s 
a feeling expressed too often in Sierra Madre. 


Especially in Sierra Madre, downtown’s 
potential as a dynamo to generate substantial 
community economic development is 
misunderstood. The revitalization of our 
downtown can create significant numbers of 
new jobs, attract millions of dollars in both 
residential and commercial real estate 
investment, AND expand the selection of 
retail goods. Downtown is the heart of the 
Sierra Madre community. Its vitality is one of 
the most important factors that makes this 
the great place it is in which to live.

Her mpfhoH of ''ifr- control is a step ahead 
of “assertive discipline.” She causes students 
to disappear into piles of ashes, she assigns 2(X) 
pages of homework on the first day of school, 
makes a globe of a student’s head, and her 
method of teaching fractions is graphic (read 
the book for this unique lesson plan).

I guess I came to the conclusion that 
the end justifies the means, that is, it does have 
a happy ending, and the childhood fears 
disappear as simply as a puff of smoke. 

And I just think it is funny. Classrooms 
need some comic relief, and certainly I need 
it often to just get perspective and equilibrium 
(and joy) back again. “The Teacher From the 
Black Lagoon” does that for me, probably like 
steam helps a kettle.

This annual fishing derby was almost not held 
this year because of the water shortage; however. Ci¬ 
ty Administrator Jim McRea found a way that the 
village could get credit for the water from the Santa 
Anita Basin and the fishing people in Sierra Madre 
would still have their fun. So the games begin—on 
Mar. 16. 

Fishing time for Pond 1, ages 13-15, is from 7 
a.m. to 9:30 a.m. In Pond 2, ages 7 through 9, the 
time is the same, 7 to 9:30 a.m. 

From 10 a.m. to 12:30 p.m., kids ages 3 
through 6 may fish in Pond 1. In Pond 2, kids 10-12 
years may fish. 

From 1:30 p.m. to sundown there will be family 
fishing for all ages. The fishing derby cost is $1 per 
child. All Derby participants are eligible for a free 
family fishing when they display the event partici¬ 
pant ribbon. 

Prizes will be awarded to the biggest catches of 
the day for each of the age groups.

Water, water. Where is it? Corp answers. 


As a continuation of the series Jan Maddox 
wrote in the mid-’90s, The News presents more 
information about our water woes in Sierra Madre. 
Ed. 

Solving Sierra Madre’s water problem has been 
described as “unbelievably complicated” and 
“terribly difficult” by various people involved in 
seeking solutions. 

We need additional water, or at least additional 
credit for the water we put into storage in our natural 
water basin. 

When we spread water from the Big and Little 
Santa Anita Canyons we are only given credit for 
about 50 percent of what we spread, because 
that is what the watermaster’s formula says is 
retained in our Raymond Basin, with the remainder 
lost to evaporation or leaking over the natural dike 
into the lower San Gabriel Basin. 

Because we are penalized (not only the first year, 
but also succeeding years) we have never tried to 
store water against future drought. It would be like 
trying to keep a savings account when interest is 
deducted, instead of added. 

So we have sold water to Arcadia when we had 
excess, allowing them to pump the extra we had 
spread, rather than attempt to hold it in storage. 

This formula of reduction has caused part of 
our current problem wherein the Raymond basin 
Management Board’s watermaster’s report for 
fiscal 1988-89 showed Sierra Madre as 542 acre feet 
may now be double that. 

Added to this is the fact that the water district we 
belong to (San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District) puts its state water into the San Gabriel 
Basin. We have no pumping rights in that basin 
and, to date, no way to get water from there to here. 

Our elected representative to the water district, 
Charles Corp, says he believes the district can help 


us with our long range problems, although he, like 
others, feels the short term solution lies with the 
Raymond Basin Management Board and a change 
in the formula affecting our water credits. 

How can the district help? Corp feels that 
because the district has a contract for state water, 
one possibility might be worked out wherein the 
district would put water into the San Gabriel Basin 
for one of the agencies with rights there and, in turn, 
that agency would “wheel” water to Sierra 
Madre-that is, allow their pipeline to be utilized to 
bring water to us. 

Several cities, including Arcadia and Pasadena, 
as well as the Metropolitan Water District (MWD), 
have pipelines which could be utilized and have rights 
in both basins. 

The district is currently participating in a study 
of conjunctive use involving both the San Gabriel 
and Raymond Basins which might prove helpful 
to Sierra Madre, Corp says. 

One example of a possible solution would be 
to have the district, which currently has only one 
customer (Alhambra), transfer rights to some of its 
allotted Feather River water, which is placed in the 
San Gabriel Basin, to MWD in exchange for MWD 
allowing Sierra Madre to take water from its turn-out 
in Arcadia or from its Grandview pipeline. 

Unfortunately everything is complicated by legally 
adjudicated rights. Every agency is jealous of its 
rights and loath to give up any to someone else. 

Thus, a willing partner must first be found and 
then rights and exchanges negotiated and perhaps 
readjudicated. 

There are also several additional problems. One 
is that the water from either MWD or our district 
would cost somewhere between $150 to $160 an acre 
foot. Secondly, Sierra Madre would not wish to 
place MWD water and could not place district 
water directly into its system, so any imported water 


would also iiavc lu uv .pi wad. 

This would subject the imported water to the 
same “penalties” as our own spread water, so that 
for every $150 of purchased water we would only get 
credit for about $50 worth of water. 

Thus, any solution involving imported water 
could be either prohibitive in terms of “cost versus 
loss,” or would entail a change in the Raymond 
Basin formula. 

According to Corp, our current problem has 
caught the district’s attention. They are concerned 
and want to be of help if a solution can be found and 
decided on. 

A recent district meeting on Sierra Madre’s 
problem rehashed various suggestions, including 
utilization of a well in Arcadia or one on Michillinda 
on county property, or a tie-in with MWD in 
Arcadia. 

These are all ideas which go back almost a decade 
or more and, once again, no decisions were 
forthcoming. 

At this point Sierra Madre is looking to the 
district for decisions and the district is looking to 
Sierra Madre for decisions. 

Corp says that he seriously doubts if the district 
can help Sierra Madre with its problem with the 
Raymond Basin Management Board since the district 
has no adjudicated rights or legal standing in the 
Raymond Basin. 

If he is right, we’re on our own in seeking a more 
advantageous formula for our allotted water—the 
solution we need now. 

Our next article will contain suggestions from 
Tom Shollenberger, Sierra Madre resident and 
long-time member (until recently) of the Raymond 
Basin Management Board, on how we can approach 
our Raymond Basin problem and possibly effect 
both a short-term and long-term solution.

What Pastor hasn’t 
done a series on the 
Lord’s Prayer. It were as 
if all seminaries gave a 
course on “How To give 
a Sermon on the Lord’s 
Prayer.” This article is 
not to be taken as a 
negative reflection on 
seminaries, for all things 
considered they do an 
outstanding job in 
preparing people for the 
ministry. Nor do I want 
to give the impression 
that I have had it with 
sermons on the Lord’s 
Prayer because that too 
would be an erroneous 
assumption. Jesus says 
much about prayer in the 
Gospels and only once 
does He give us a master 
plan as to how we should 
pray and that is in the 
Lord’s Prayer. That in 
and of itself should 
give us insight as to how 
important Jesus consid¬ 
ered this direction. 

Our Pastor has been 
taking us through this 
august prayer, step, by 
step and he has some 
keen and unique insights. 
He dealt with “deliver 
us from evil” directly, 
firmly, and yet com¬ 


passionately. The bottom 
line was that evil comes 
to us in many forms. If 
it always came to us as 
a cloven hoofed figure 
with horns, trident, and 
tail we might be more 
successful in our resis¬ 
tance. Unfortunately, 
the greatest evil in our 
life often comes to us 
disguised as the greatest 
opportunity life has to 
offer. This fact enables us 
to become our own worst 
enemy. James wraps it 
up most succinctly when 
he said in his epistle, 
“We are enticed by our 
own evil desires. Then 
after desire has been 
conceived, it gives birth 
to sin, and sin, when it 
is full-grown, gives birth 
to death.” Life itself is 
a constant source of 
enticements that aid and 
abet our demise. Inter¬ 
estingly, evil is “live” 
spelled backwards. . 

Scripture tells us to 
resist the Davil and flee 
from him and to seek 
our haven in the Lord. 
This is sound advice and 
a cftnon by which we 
live at Bethany. Give us 
a try this Sunday and 
see whether or not I speak 
with “fork tongue.”

This may harken back to 
the days when he was a 
traffic officer with the 
California Highway 
Patrol and later as he 
ran his own manufactur¬ 
ing business. 

He is a man, too, who 
loves speed of any kind 
and in his 60s raced his 
Porsche at Riverside, 
Ontario, Willow Springs, 
etc. In chatting with him 
1 was also much impressed 
with his sense of humor 
and hearty laugh. 

Smith and his wife, 
Marjorie, have been 
residents of Santa Anita 
Oaks in Arcadia in a 
home they built 40 years 
ago. Keith says his wife 
“is still very good 
looking.” A series of 
strokes have slowed him 
down but Marjorie says 
he is making a remarkable 
recovery. There are three 
daughters, Annette, Lynne 
and Shirley. Keith used 
to call all of them 
Shirleynnette, allowing 
that to cover all three. 
Annette and Lynne live 
locally and Shirley makes 
her home in Conneticut. 
The Smiths are proud 
grandparents of Donn, 
John, Wes, Jennifer and 
Allison. 

Keith was born in 
Exeter, Ca., a first 
generation American of 
a British father and 
Australian mother.

They settled in Exeter 
where Keith’s younger 
brother, Blair, was also 
born. 

When Keith was 9 the 
family moved to Los 
Angeles where he attended 
local schools. He 
graduated from Belmont 
High School where he 
met the former Marjorie 
Williamson who was to 
become his wife. The 
Smiths celebrated their 
50th wedding anniversary 
in 1985 with a party in 
their home attended by 
about 170 people. 

His first job was as 
a stock boy at the May 
Co. in L. A. It was the 
“great depression” and 
he was happy to get a 
job.

In what he described 
as the three shortest 
weeks of his life, Tim 
Sanitprachakorn parti¬ 
cipated in an American 
Field Service Outdoor 
Experience in New Zea¬ 
land. 

The highlight of those 
three weeks was the feel¬ 
ing he had when he real¬ 
ized he had successfully 
led his group of seven on 
a 125-mile course around 
Mt. Egmont. Selected as 
a group leader for the 
four-day hike, Sanit¬ 
prachakorn had to deal 
with a 40-pound bike 
pack, rain delays, search¬ 
ing for water, walking 
through hail and helping 
two of the group who 
were going into hyper¬ 
thermia. 

Prior to the survival 
hike, this AFSer spent 
five weeks on a homestay 
in Wanganui, a small 
community on New 
Zealand’s North Island. 
Here his host parents, 
who became more like 
friends than parents, in¬ 
troduced him to the world 
of motorcycle racing. As 
he was made to feel 


needed he became part 
of the crew, thus totally 
changing his perception 
of motorcycle racing. 

Santiprachakorn at¬ 
tended an all-boys high 
school and was invited to 
talk to elementary school 
students about the United 
States and AFS. 

He found that there is 
more competition in New 
Zealand schools because 
a final at the end of the 
year determines promo¬ 
tion to the next grade. 

Outside of school, he 
played volleyball on a 
community team, mount¬ 
ing a 5-2 record as the 
team traveled to other 
cities and qualified for a 
championship tourna¬ 
ment. 

The outdoor experience 
began in the Mt. Taran- 
ki volcanic area of North 
Island. Sixteen AFS stu¬ 
dents from all over the 
US went white water 
rafting, surf kayaking, 
rock climbing and rapel- 
ling. Santiprachakorn said 
that the first time he 
repelled down a moun¬ 
tain it was scary, what 


with concern that he not 
mix up the life and death 
lines. However, he said 
the second trip was 
“fun.” 

He always has been 
interested in the 
outdoors and had had 
some hiking and camp¬ 
ing experience which 
helped prepare him for 
his outdoor experience, 
but the survival phase 
gave him confidence. 

Before this AFS stu¬ 
dent returned to the US, 
he toured more of North 
Island, seeing the ther¬ 
mal reserves in Rotorua 
and taking a bungi jump 
from a bridge in Oha- 
kuna. 

This 18-year-old, who 
came to the US from 
Thailand 16 years ago, 
is preparing for his third 
year with the Apache 
volleyball program. 
Arcadia opponents best 
watch out for Sanitprach¬ 
akorn, now armed with 
confidence and leader¬ 
ship training as well as 
successful volleyball 
competition from his AFS 
experience in New 
Zealand last summer.

“We are a support 
system for what music is 
and can be,” said the 
owner of John Waitrip’s 
Music Centers. 

As evidence of his 
commitment to music 
education, Waitrip 
jilayed a vital role in 
helping organize a coor¬ 
dinated effort which 
resulted in Alhambra’s 
school board decision 
not to drop elementary 
music in planned budget 
cuts this year. 

“Part of what’s 
necessary to rever.se con¬ 
tinued erosion of music 
piograms in the schools 
is attitudinal. You’ve got 
to believe that there are 
things that can be done 


to stop the massacre,” 
said Waitrip, a former 
Alhambra teacher, who 
rallied support of 
teachers, parents, a 
music crisis consultant 
and music retailers to 
help convince the 
Alhambra School Board 
to keep music education 
in the budget. 

Waitrip also spoke on 
the need for music to 
make a child’s education 
complete at a forum 
sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Commission on 
Music Education last 
September. 

“As a retailer, I stand 
ready to support music 
education in my com¬ 
munity, to call on in¬ 
dustry leaders to con¬
